"The excellent watches which you 
ladies and gentlemen have at present 
on your wrists and in your pockets, 
are the rtjsult of the industry and in- 
genuity ot the scientists who endea- 
vored, long ago, to lessen the perils 
of thote who go down to tlic sea in 
ships'* said T, H. Matthews, at the 
meeting of the Itoyal Astronomical 
Society last night. Beginning with 
the method now used for tlic deter- 
mination of a ship's position, ho gave 
a history of the instruments and 
technique "from early times -to 'the- 
present. 

The' sun is directly overhead, al 
only one spot on the earth's surface, 
at a time. This spot is known a,s 
the sun's seographlcal position at 
that moment; The shll''s distance 
from this point, arid, consequently. Its 
position with reference to other 
poln!."-, may be calculated from a 
knowledge vjf the Greenwich time, 
astronomical tables, the sextant, and 
mathematical tables. 

Sun's Elevation Measured 

The sun's elevation above tho h< rl- 
zcn, as glvén by the sextant, gives the 
depression of the sun from vertically 
overhead. This Is in degrees, and 
equals tlie n.Jiiiber of degrees of lati- 
tude north or south of the equator 
which the position of the ship is. 
From dead •eckonliig there la seme 
Idea of the 6hli)'B position; this nar- 
rov.s tlie circle on which the ship may 
lie, down to a small arc which may 
be regarded as a straight linr-.

Thompson, 'i'ho proocsses were 
vicwoil from the ' time 'that tho silk 
was received in il.s raw slal<^, while II 
was being wounil on spools and fin- 
ally when it was woven into stock- 
lugs, rlblinns and other good.s. 

Tho price of silk usually' varies 
from $,S to MO. per iKinnd: during the 
war il rose to $1.1 but today it has 
touched bollom al Î2.10. Tho glos.sy 
skeins as they.' arrive from' Japan arc 
not alwa.vs purc while hut aro often 
light yellow. ' They vary in texture 
loo, since real silk is not a manufac- 
tured :'açtlcle, consequoiilly different 
consigniiicnls of '.silk may not bo mix- 
ed or bad results will occur. .To ob- 
viate this, liatches of silk arc tinted 
when they enter the factory, this light 
color is later removed. 

Modern 'Spinning Observed 

Different thicknesses ot thread are 
spun according to tho varying needs 
of the factory and Iho market. Elec- 
trical insulating requires four and 
five strands of silk while the factory 
uses thirteen' to fifteen, strand thick- 
ness fqrj|lG^lbbons , and stockings. 
Large qtiolntittcs of silk of this grade

/^NCE in a while every human being 
' ^ pa.sses Ihrouprh a period of despondency 
in which, for Iho time being, he regards the 
world and all things therein with a decided- 
ly sour look. Ho interprets the thoughts

can generally be depended upon to find 
"fightin" words" in what ho would other- 
wise con.sider tame and uncvceptionable 
st:uff. 

It must have been in such a mood re- 
cently that; we turned our attention upon 
the contents of this column; and thought 
for a moment 'of what would be the result 
if instead of Avriting "pretty-pretty" non- 
sense, we sla])pcd down our own personal 
opinions on this and that as matters arise. 
'\\'c thank whatever Gods thei*e be that 
personal opinions stand for very little in 
the columns of a college paper and that 
constitut ion and convention prevent serious 
straying from the path of strict rectitude.

ai ing public opinion. 



The Hotel Question 

THHE fact that the Junior Prom, regarded 
*■ by many as the outstanding social 
event of the college year, takes place to- 
i.;,iiight reminds us of the controversy which 
p^has frequently raged in Campus circles on 
the advisaliility of holding University func- 
tions in hotels and other public buildings 
outside the Eoddick Gates. The exodus 
from the Union and other social centres of 
the Campus has been a steady one, climax- 
ing with the retreat of the Junior Prom 
last year. No further changes have been 
repoi'ted up to date. 

Criticism has not been lacking. It has 
come from many quarters including the 
student." themselves. They have claimed 
that the Union cannot accommodate large 
numbers and that even for smaller affair.s 
facilities indispensable for the succe.s.s of 
.social functions are wanting. Others prefer 
;hotel accommodation for per.soiial reasons 
only. Some critics, on the ol;her hand, decry 
the fact that college spirit is absent when 
dances and balls are held "extra-murally" ; 
their contention seems to be that this spirit 
haunts only those places with which it is 
familiar. 

v'^^^hile we are inclined to believe that 
ithis spirit, if indeed it is essential, can be 
.manufactured anyivhere at any time a 
group :of students gets together, there is no 
doubt that, given the preference and all 
things being equal, undergraduates would 
. select a ballroom of their own instead of 
alienating their pleasant memories fi'om 
their familiar haunts. Plans have frequent- 
ly been published of the new students' 
Union; the .subject has been discussed on 
mo^e .thau one occasion; and yet McGill 
.fi^esiidn hoping for the best, but meanwhile 
hotels arc floui'ishing while the large Uni- 
.Y^rj|ite^dances have no college home. ; , 
>tudents would be more than anxious 
|p their .share in supporting any cam- 
ïpn to get the project under way. Until 
■"''new Union is here as a reality little 
critjcisni can be extended justifiably to- 
wards tlio.sc; v/ho prefer to transfer the 
larger college .social affairs from the pre- 
.scnt Union to the dqwntçwn district.

Thero ai-o stiU n few In Vorrlern's wlio rcmcmbor 
him, amone them Grand'iiorc Jllchaud, as he cnnic 
one spring morninff out of tho pIno woods that 
sm'round the town. In front ot lilm lumbered UIJou. 
bic, Rhagpry, p1àyf\i1. Beside him walked Ariel. 
".\rlcl," pays Grand'pciv MIchaud, who was con- 
sidered quite a (loct In Ills youth, "Ariel waa more 
lovoly th;iii llghts upon tho river, than birch trcea 
in Autumn, than the glo.im ot a. jcwellod |lah In 
shadowy water." 

Garoan was very old and saw (lint lie was noon

Psychologists mid Stuileitis al 
Meeting of Law Cluss 
At ISorth Carolina

by." This prcvalltijg popular sentlinenl 
c.'iiiHcd (he class in the ailmlnlstration 
of jiisUce in thc' llaw School. T.'nlver- 
s!ty of Xorlli Carolina, tn Invllo Iwy 
psychology iirofessora to its Novem- 
ber meeting at which Iho rcsponslbli- 
lly for crime wan discussed. 

After prc.-'onlatlon of several papers 
b.v .st\ident members on the treatment 
given by tho law to cases Involving 
ilrunkenntss ani^ In.Mnnlty, Dr. l-hiplisli 
Hngby and Dr. .T. iK DashicI demon- 
strated the dlffcrciieo betw,ren . the 
legal tinil tho psychological views' of 
In.'anity. 

In his short talli, lir. Magby said. 
"I.awycrM want e.vpert 'wlliies.ses to 
say that a defendant has symptoms 
A, B, and C, which clearly imiicate dc- 
monlacnl depressive tendencies which 
xypuld make him. knock people in .the 
hc.id." 

Experts Cannot Make Decisions 

"The conditions under which an ex- 
pert must, examina a defendtint make 
this impossible," snJil tho Mpeiikc,K lie 
further slated that to send an expert 
out for an hour to cxamino a defend- 
ant and conic back with a verdict of 
s;uio or in.sane was grotesque. "How- 
ever," ho admitted, "if you dangle $-i"iO 
.a day before him. iin exi>erl will he 
very liable to reach a conclusion." 

The responsibility for a ciMme com-, 
mltted b.v a person while drunk was 
presented by tho first student speak- 
er, who stated that while drunkenness 
might redtiec tho degreo of a crime, it 
was never an excuse or defence. T'er- 
m.incnt Ins-mlty c.nuscd by chronic nl- 
cobollsm. however,' Is as good an in- 
sanity as any tn so far us the criminal 
is cdiicrrned. 

■ The definition ot tho dcCendanl's 
sahlly— the ability to know the nature 
ot his act and tvliether It Is right or 
wrong — was discussed In 'a second pa- 
per. Moral sanity Is not recognized In 
that slate, for the courts maintain 
that "to. know tho right and still pur- 
sue the wrong is to be under seduc- 
tion of the evil one." 

The defendant must prove his in- 
sanity to Iho satiEfaclion ot tiie jury, 
and In a paper presented by a third 
year student it wa.s snld that tlic aver- 
age juror was as able to diagno.so a 
case of pellagra or leprosy as a case 
ot Insanity. 

The disposition oC a defendant who 
had be«n declared insane was dlscuss- 
cd in a later paper.

Tlie oldest uso for poisons, aceord- 
liig to thu speaker, was on the hi'-iils 
of tiriowK. l-'or Ibis purpose iial;"- 
pol.snn.s \ccri.- iiMcd. as well »H Ihe 
dried blood of persons who had been 
killed by poisons. In Kgypl, there has 
been foiind mention of priisslc aeld. 
while traces of nr.MOnli; have biK-n 
found In tho remains of nnnnniios. 
Hemlock Popular 

Vegetable "poisons wore morn com - 
mon in Orocee, hemlock bcln.g a very 
well-known example. Annllier \vi^ 
tbei extract of a plant similar to the 
deadly nightshade, which acted iij 
iuiae^i||K-iie and w.its iiç-ed as such In 
medicine. ' 

For the many political poisonliK'y 
foi: which Italy and Venice were no- 
torious during the .'MIddIo Ages, ar- 
senic compounds were clileriy rni- 
ployed, these being administered mix- 
ed with organic compounds lo add to 
Ihelr potency. '■ 

Mi.ss Kayo then doserllied several 
poL-iims and slum'cd hew tlich- aclioii 
ciiti'il bo inl.-'taKen fdV .sonic ilL-^en.^c. 
l'"or lnsl;incc, tlio effects of ar.-<enlc 
aro similar to cholera, while merc-ip-
